A^ATHER,  I  will  that  they  .  .  .  whom  thou  hast  given 
me,  be  with  me  where  I  am;  that  they  may  behold  my 
glory  which  thou  hast  given  me.— I  know  whom  I  have 
believed,  and  am  persuaded  that  he  is  able  to  keep 
that  which  I  have  committed  unto  him  against  that 
day.— He  which  hath  begun  a  good  work  in  you  will 
perform  it  until  the  day  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Know  ye  not  that  they  which  run  in  a  race  run 
all,  but  one  receiveth  the  prize?  So  run,  that  ye  may 
obtain.— Let  us  lay  aside  every  weight,  and  the  sin 
which  doth  so  easily  beset  us,  and  let  us  run  with 
patience  the  race  that  is  set  before  us,  looking  unto 
Jesus.

—He  hath  put  a  new  song  in  my  mouth,  even  praise 
unto  our  God:  many  shall  see  it,  and  fear,  and  shall 
trust  in  the  Lord. 

Be  strong  and  of  a  good  courage;  be  not  afraid, 
neither  be  thou  dismaved:  for  the  Lord  thv  God  is 
with  thee  whithersoever  thou  goest.— The  joy  of  the 
Lord  is  your  strength.— Paul  .  .  .  thanked  God,  and 
took  courage. 

Knowing  the  time,  that  now  it  is  high  time  to 
awake  out  of  sleep;  for  now  is  our  salvation  nearer 
than  when  we  believed.  The  night  is  far  spent,  the 
day  is  at  hand:  let  us  therefore  cast  off  the  works  of 
darkness,  and  let  us  put  on  the  armor  of  light.  Let  us 
walk  honestly,  as  in  the  day;  not  in  rioting  and  drunk- 
enness, not  in  chambering  and  wantonness,  not  in 
strife  and  envying.  But  put  ye  on  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  make  not  provision  for  the  flesh,  to  fulfil 
the  lusts  thereof.

Yea,  though  I 
walk  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death,  I 
will  fear  no  evil:  for  thou  art  with  me;  thy  rod  and 
thy  staff  they  comfort  me. 

The  Lord  shall  guide  thee  continually,  and  satisfy

In  mv  Father's  house  are  many  mansions:  if  it  ^vere 
not  so,  I  would  have  told  you.  I  go  to  prepare  a  place 
for  you.  And  if  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for  you,  I 
will  come  again,  and  receive  you  unto  myself:  that 
where  I  am,  there  ye  may  be  also.— "With  Christ; 
which  is  far  better. 

God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes:  and 
there  shall  be  no  more  death,  neither  sorrow,  nor 
crying,  neither  shall  there  by  any  more  pain;  for  the 
former  things  are  passed  away.— There  the  wicked 
cease  from  troubling:  and  there  the  weary  be  at  rest. 

Lay  up  for  yourselves  treasures  in  heaven.  For 
where  your  treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart  be  also. 
—Set  your  affection  on  things  above,  not  on  things  on 
the  earth.

O  wretched  man 
that  I  am!  who  shall  deliver  me  from  the  body  of 
this  death? 

Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labor  and  are  heavy 
laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest.— Being  justified  by 
faith,  we  have  peace  with  God  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ:  by  whom  also  we  have  access  by  faith 
into  this  grace  wherein  we  stand,  and  rejoice  in  hope 
of   the   glory   of   God. 

He  that  is  entered  into  his  rest,  he  also  hath  ceased 
from  his  own  works.— Not  having  mine  own  righteous- 
ness, which  is  of  the  law,  but  that  which  is  through 
the  faith  of  Christ,  the  righteousness  which  is  of  God 
by  faith.— This  is  the  rest  wherewith  ye  may  cause 
the  weary  to  rest;  and  this  is  the  refreshing.

places  might  be  known,  by  the  church,  the  manifold 
wisdom  of  God. 

If  any  of  you  lack  wisdom,  let  him  ask  of  God,  that 

giveth  to  all  men  liberally,  and  upbraideth  not;  and 
it  shall  be  given  him.— The  wisdom  that  is  from  above 
is  first  pure,  then  peaceable,  gentle,  and  easy  to  be 
entreated,  full  of  mercy  and  good  fruits,  without 
partiality,  and  without  hypocrisy.

As  the  Father  gave  me  commandment,  even  so  I 
do.— The  words  that  I  speak  unto  you  I  speak  not  of 
myself:  but  the  Father  that  dwelleth  in  me,  he  doeth 
the  works. 

The  Father  loveth  the  Son,  and  hath  given  all 
things  into  his  hand.— Thou  hast  given  him  power 
over  all  flesh,  that  he  should  give  eternal  life  to  as 
many  as  thou  hast  given  him. 

Lord,  show  us  the  Father,  and  it  sufficeth  us. 
Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Have  I  been  so  long  time  with 
you,  and  yet  hast  thou  not  known  me,  Philip?  he  that 
hath  seen  me  hath  seen  the  Father;  and  how  sayest 
thou  then,  Show  us  the  Father?  Believest  thou  not 
that  I  am  in  the  Father,  and  the  Father  in  me?— I  and 
my  Father  are  one.— As  the  Father  hath  loved  me,  so 
have  I  loved  you:  continue  ye  in  my  love.  If  ye  keep 
my  commandments,  ye  shall  abide  in  my  love;  even 
as  I  have  kept  my  Father's  commandments,  and  abide 
in  his  love.

If  ye  ...  be  risen  with  Christ,  seek  those  things 
which  are  above,  where  Christ  sitteth  on  the  right 
hand  of  God.  Set  your  affection  on  things  above,  not 
on  things  on  the  earth.  For  .  .  .  your  life  is  hid  with 
Christ  in  God.— Our  conversation  is  in  heaven;  from 
whence  also  we  look  for  the  Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ:  who  shall  change  our  vile  body,  that  it  may  be 
fashioned  like  unto  his  glorious  body,  according  to 
the  working  whereby  he  is  able  even  to  subdue  all 
things  unto  himself. 

The  flesh  lusteth  against  the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit 
against  the  flesh;  and  these  are  contrary  the  one  to 
the  other;  so  that  ye  cannot  do  the  things  that  ye 
would.— Brethren,  we  are  debtors,  not  to  the  flesh,  to 
live  after  the  flesh.  For  if  ye  live  after  the  flesh,  ye 
shall  die:  but  if  ye  through  the  Spirit  do  mortify  the 
deeds  of  the  body,  ye  shall  live.— Dearly  beloved,  I 
beseech  you  as  strangers  and  pilgrims,  abstain  from 
fleshly  lusts,  which  war  against  the  soul.

that  at  the  name  of  Jesus  every  knee  should  bow,  of 
things  in  heaven,  and  things  in  earth,  and  things 
under  the  earth;  and  that  every  tongue  should  con- 
fess that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God  the 
Father.— Far  above  all  principality,  and  power,  and 
might,  and  dominion,  and  every  name  that  is  named, 
not  only  in  this  world,  but  also  in  that  which  is  to 
come.— By  him  were  all  things  created,  that  are  in 
heaven,  and  that  are  in  earth,  visible  and  invisible, 
whether  they  be  thrones,  or  dominions,  or  princi- 
palities, or  powers:  all  things  were  created  by  him 
and  for  him. 

Christ  both  died,  and  rose,  and  revived,  that  he 
might  be  Lord  both  of  the  dead  and  living.— And  ye 
are  complete  in  him,  which  is  the  head  of  all  princi- 
pality and  power.— Of  his  fulness  have  all  we  re- 
ceived.

VJOD  sent  his  only  begotten  son  into  the  world,  that 
we  might  live  through  him.— Herein  is  love,  not  that 
we  loved  God,  but  that  he  loved  us,  and  sent  his 
Son  to  be  the  propitiation  for  our  sins. 

Who  is  a  God  like  unto  thee,  that  pardoneth 
iniquity,  and  passeth  by  the  transgression  of  the 
remnant  of  his  heritage?  he  retaineth  not  his  anger 
for  ever,  because  he  delighteth  in  mercy.  He  will  turn 
again,  he  will  have  compassion  upon  us;  he  will 
subdue  our  iniquities;  and  thou  wilt  cast  all  their  sins 
into  the  depths  of  the  sea.— O  Lord  my  God,  I  cried 
unto  thee,  and  thou  hast  healed  me.  O  Lord,  thou 
hast  brought  up  my  soul  from  the  grave:  thou  hast 
kept  me  alive,  that  I  should  not  go  down  to  the 
pit.— When  my  soul  fainted  within  me  I  remembered 
the  Lord;  and  my  prayer  came  in  unto  thee,  into  thy 
holy  temple.— I  waited  patiently  for  the  Lord.  He 
brought  me  up  .  .  .  out  of  a  horrible  pit,  out  of  the 
miry  clay,  and  set  my  feet  upon  a  rock.

So  God  created  man  in  his  own  image,  in  the 
image  of  God  created  he  him.— God  .  .  .  hath  in 
these  last  days  spoken  unto  us  by  his  Son,  .  .  .  the 
brightness  of  his  glory,  and  the  express  image  of  his 
person.— Thou  hast  given  him  power  over  all  flesh. 

The  first  man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy:  the  second 
man  is  the  Lord  from  heaven.  As  is  the  earthy,  such 
are  they  also  that  are  earthy,  and  as  is  the  heavenly, 
such  are  they  also  that  are  heavenly.

Our  rejoicing  is  this,  .  .  .  that  in  simplicity  and 
godly  sincerity,  not  with  fleshly  wisdom,  but  by  the 
grace  of  God,  we  have  had  our  conversation  in  the 
world.— W^e  have  this  treasure  in  earthen  vessels,  that 
the  excellency  of  the  power  may  be  of  God,  and  not 
of  us.

What  the  law  could  not  do,  in  that  it  was  weak 
through  the  flesh,  God  sending  his  own  Son  in  the 
likeness  of  sinful  flesh,  and  for  sin,  condemned  sin  in 
the  flesh:  that  the  righteousness  of  the  law  might  be 
fulfilled  in  us,  who  walk  not  after  the  flesh  but  after 
the  Spirit.— Christ  is  the  end  of  the  law  for  righteous- 
ness to  every  one  that  believeth.

The  Scripture  hath  concluded  all  under  sin,  that 
the  promise  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  might  be  given 
to  them  that  believe.— God  was  in  Christ,  reconciling 
the  world  unto  himself,  not  imputing  their  trespasses 
unto  them.— If  we  say  that  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive 
ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  us.  If  we  confess 
our  sins,  he  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our  sins, 
and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  unrighteousness.

poral;  but  the  things  which  are  not  seen  are  eternal. 
—An  inheritance  incorruptible,  and  undefiled,  and 
that  fadeth  not  awav,  reserved  in  heaven  for  vou.

The  ^\orld  passeth  away,  and  the  lust  thereof:  biu 
he  that  doeth  the  ^vill  of  God  abideth  for  ever. 

They  shall  perish,  but  thou  shalt  endure:  yea,  all 
of  them  shall  wax  old  like  a  garment;  as  a  vesture 
shalt  thou  change  them,  and  they  shall  be  changed:

.  .  .  who  also  maketh  intercession  for  us.— Christ  is 
not  entered  into  the  holy  places  made  with  hands, 
which  are  the  figures  of  the  true;  but  into  heaven 
itself,  now  to  appear  in  the  presence  of  God  for  us. 

If  any  man  sin,  we  have  an  advocate  with  the 
Father,  Jesus  Christ  the  righteous.— There  is  one  God, 
and  one  mediator  between  God  and  men,  the  man 
Christ  Jesus. 

Seeing  .  .  .  that  we  have  a  great  high  priest,  that 
is  passed  into  the  heavens,  Jesus  the  Son  of  God,  let 
us  hold  fast  our  profession.  For  we  have  not  a  high 
priest  which  cannot  be  touched  with  the  feeling  of 
our  infirmities;  but  was  in  all  points  tempted  like  as 
we  are,  yet  without  sin.  Let  us  therefore  come  boldly 
unto  the  throne  of  grace,  that  we  may  obtain  mercy, 
and  find  grace  to  help  in  time  of  need. 

Through  him  we  .  .  .  have  access  by  one  Spirit 
unto  the  Father.

preach  among  the  Gentiles  the  unsearchable  riches 
of  Christ:  and  to  make  all  men  see  ^\•hat  is  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  mystery,  which  from  the  beginning  of  the 
^vorld  hath  been  hid  in  God. 

Hath  not  God  chosen  the  poor  of  this  world  rich 
in  faith,  and  heirs  of  the  kingdom  which  he  hath 
promised  to  them  that  love  himr— God  is  able  to  make 
all  grace  abound  toward  you;  that  ye,  always  having 
all  sufficiency  in  all  things,  may  abound  to  every  good 
work.

Hereby  know  we  that  we  dwell  in  him,  and  he  in 
us,  because  he  hath  given  us  of  his  Spirit.— After  that 
ye  believed,  )e  were  sealed  with  that  Holy  Spirit  of 
promise,  which  is  the  earnest  of  our  inheritance  until 
the  redemption  of  the  purchased  possession.— This  I 
say  then,  Walk  in  the  Spirit,  and  ye  shall  not  fulfil  the 
lust  of  the  flesh.  For  the  flesh  lusteth  against  the 
spirit,  and  the  spirit  against  the  flesh:  and  these  are 
contrary  the  one  to  the  other:  so  that  ye  cannot  do  the 
things  that  ye  would. 

The  Spirit  helpeth  our  infirmities.

most  sweet:  yea,  he  is  altogether  lovely.  This  is  my 
beloved,  and  this  is  my  friend. 

All  bare  him  witness,  and  wondered  at  the  gracious 
words  which  proceeded  out  of  his  mouth.— He  taught 
them  as  one  having  authority,  and  not  as  the  scribes. 

Let  the  word  of  Christ  dwell  in  you  richly  in  all 
wisdom.— The  sword  of  the  Spirit  ...  is  the  word  of 
God.— The  word  of  God  is  quick,  and  powerful,  and 
sharper  than  any  two-edged  sword.— The  weapons  of 
our  warfare  are  not  carnal,  but  mighty  through  God 
to  the  pulling  down  of  strongholds;  casting  down 
imaginations,  and  every  high  thing  that  exalteth  it- 
self against  the  knowledge  of  God,  and  bringing  into 
captivity  every  thought  to  the  obedience  of  Christ.

If, 
when  we  were  enemies,  we  were  reconciled  to  God 
by  the  death  of  his  Son,  much  more,  being  reconciled, 
we  shall  be  saved  by  his  life.

Jesus  Christ  was  a  minister  of  the  circumcision  for 
the  truth  of  God,  to  confirm  the  promises  made  unto 
the  fathers.— In  whom  also  ye  are  circumcised  with 
the  circumcision  made  without  hands,  in  putting  off 
the  body  of  the  sins  of  the  flesh  by  the  circumcision 
of  Christ.— You,  being  dead  in  your  sins  and  the  un- 
circumcision  of  your  flesh,  hath  he  quickened  together 
with  him,  having  forgiven  you  all  trespasses. 

Put  off  concerning  the  former  conversation  the  old 
man,  which  is  corrupt  according  to  the  deceitful

When  )e  stand  praying,  forgive,  if  ye  have  aught 
against  any:  that  your  Father  also  which  is  in  heaven 
may  forgive  you  your  trespasses.— Love  ye  your  ene- 
mies, and  do  good,  and  lend,  hoping  for  nothing  again. 
—Rejoice  not  when  thine  enemy  falleth,  and  let  not 
thy  heart  be  glad  when  he  stumbleth.— Not  rendering 
evil  for  evil,  or  railing  for  railing:  but  contrariwise 
blessing;  knowing  that  ye  are  thereunto  called,  that 
ye  should  inherit  a  blessing.— If  it  be  possible,  as  much 
as  lieth  in  you,  live  peaceably  with  all  men.— Be  ye 
kind  one  to  another,  tender-hearted,  forgiving  one 
another,  even  as  God  for  Christ's  sake  hath  forgiven 
you. 

My  little  children,  let  us  not  love  in  word,  neither 
in  tongue;   but  in  deed  and  in   truth.

If  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for  you,  I  will  come 
again,  and  receive  you  unto  myself;  that  where  I  am, 
there  ye  may  be  also.— An  inheritance  incorruptible, 
and  undeftled,  and  that  fadeth  not  away,  reserved  in 
heaven  for  you.— Here  have  we  no  continuing  city, 
but  we  seek  one  to  come. 

This  same  Jesus,  which  is  taken  up  from  you  into 
heaven,  shall  so  come  in  like  manner  as  ye  have  seen 
him  go  into  heaven.— Be  patient  therefore,  brethren, 
unto  the  coming  of  the  Lord.  Behold,  the  husband- 
man waiteth  for  the  precious  fruit  of  the  earth,  and 
hath  long  patience  for  it,  until  he  receive  the  early 
and  latter  rain.  Be  ye  also  patient;  stablish  your 
hearts:  for  the  coming  of  the  Lord  draweth  nigh.— 
Yet  a  little  while,  and  he  that  shall  come  will  come, 
and  will  not  tarry. 

We  which  are  alive  and  remain  shall  be  caught  up 
together  with  them  in  the  clouds,  to  meet  the  Lord 
in  the  air:  and  so  shall  we  ever  be  with  the  Lord. 
Wherefore  comfort  one  another  with  these  words.

if  any  man  have  a  quarrel  against  any:  even  as  Christ 
forgave  you,  so  also  do  ye.— For  even  the  Son  of  man 
came  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to  minister,  and 
to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for  many.— Christ  .  .  .  suf- 
fered for  us,  leaving  us  an  example,  that  ye  should 
follow  his  steps. 

For  I  have  given  you  an  example,  that  ye  should 
do  as  I  have  done  to  you.— We  ought  to  lay  down 
our  lives  for  the  brethren.

I  will  hear  them:  I  will  say.  It  is  my  people:  and  they 
shall  say.  The  Lord  is  my  God.

and  they  that  be  drunken  are  drunken  in  the  night. 
But  let  us,  who  are  of  the  day,  be  sober.— Denying 
ungodliness  and  worldly  lusts,  we  should  live  soberly, 
righteously,  and  godly  in  this  present  world.

shall  be  revealed,  ye  may  be  glad  also  with  exceeding 

joy. The    exhortation  .  .  .  speaketh    unto   you    as 

unto  children.  My  son,  despise  not  thou  the  chas- 
tening of  the  Lord,  nor  faint  when  thou  art  rebuked 
of  him.— Now  no  chastening  for  the  present  seemeth 
to  be  joyous,  but  grievous:  nevertheless  afterward  it 
yieldeth  the  peaceable  fruit  of  righteousness  unto 
them  which  are  exercised  thereby. 

We  have  not  a  high  priest  which  cannot  be  touched 
with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities;  but  was  in  all 
points  tempted  like  as  we  are,  yet  without  sin.— For 
in  that  he  himself  hath  suffered  being  tempted,  he 
is  able  to  succor  them  that  are  tempted.— God  is 
faithful,  who  will  not  suffer  you  to  be  tempted  above 
that  ye  are  able.

Of  his  fulness  have  all  we  received.— As  the  same 
anointing  teacheth  you  of  all  things,  and  is  truth, 
and  is  no  lie,  and  even  as  it  hath  taught  you,  ye  shall 
abide  in  him.— He  which  .  .  .  hath  anointed  us,  is 
God;  who  hath  also  sealed  us,  and  given  the  earnest 
of  the  Spirit  in  our  hearts. 

The  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace,  long- 
suffering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith,  meekness,  tem- 
perance: against  such  there  is  no  law.

Mine  iniquities  have  taken  hold  upon  me,  so  that 
I  am  not  able  to  look  up;  they  are  more  than  the 
hairs  of  my  head:  therefore  my  heart  faileth  me.  Be 
pleased,  O  Lord,  to  deliver  me:  O  Lord,  make  haste 
to  help  me. 

Turn  thou  to  thy  God:  keep  mercy  and  judgment, 
wait  on  thy  God  continually. 

The  sacrifices  of  God  are  a  broken  spirit:  a  broken 
and  a  contrite  heart,  O  God,  thou  wilt  not  despise.— 
He  healeth  the  broken  in  heart.— He  hath  showed 
thee,  O  man,  what  is  good:  and  what  doth  the  Lord 
require  of  thee,  but  to  do  justly,  and  to  love  mercy, 
and  to  walk  humbly  with  thy  God?

Not  by  works  of  righteousness  which  we  have  done, 
but  according  to  his  mercy  he  saved  us,  by  the 
washing  of  regeneration,  and  renewing  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.— Thy  word  hath  quickened  me. 

The  law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect,  converting  the 
soul:  the  testimony  of  the  Lord  is  sure,  making  wise 
the  simple.  The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  rejoic- 
ing the  heart:  the  commandment  of  the  Lord  is  pure, 
enlightening  the  eyes.

ones  which  belie\e  in  me,  it  -^sere  better  for  him  that 
a  millstone  were  hanged  about  his  neck,  and  that  he 
were  drowned  in  the  depth  of  the  sea.— Inasmuch  as 
ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my 
brethren,  ve  have  done  it  unto  me.
